PHILATELIC “WHOOPER” 

There are many characteristics 
which stamp a whooping crane out 
from ordinary, run-of-the-sky birds, 
but a suggestion from the Regina 
Philatelic Club would give him one 
more distinction—it has asked post 
office officials to replace the airmail 
stamp picturing a Canada goose 
with one showing a “whooper.” 

This seems like a good idea. True, 
cn grounds of nationality the goose 
may lay claim to being more dis- 
tinctly Canadian, but the emigrant 
“whooper” never forgets where he 
was born. Year in and year out; 
after wintering in Texas, the crane 
secretly slips back into Canada to 
reach his northern breeding’ grounds, 
Frequently these trips are danger- 
ous, if not due to customs cfficials, 
then to trigger-happy gentlemen en 
route. On the average, eight “whoop- 
ers” annually have lost their lives on 
the journey. 

This indicates a love for Canada 
and for this reason alene the mighty 
birds deserve a place on our stamps. 
There is, however, another reason: 
Last year there were only twenty- 
four whooping cranes in existence in 
the world, and they are in danger of 
dving out altogether. Stamps de- 
picting the crane, possibly with the

CRYDERMAN MINE FLIGHTS 
Since moving into this remote 
area, I have become interested in 


the first flights into the mines of 
this area. Naturally attracted by 
the name, I visited the old Cryder- 
man Mine several times and luckily 
contacted an old timer who was 
working at the mine when these 
flights were made. He received a 
letter on the incoming flight but of 
course it was not preserved. Holmes 
lists it at $50.00, 

The pilot was the famous “Cap” 
Oakes. He landed on Palomar Lake 
about three quarters of a mile north, 
rather than the closer Shesheep, 
which was studded with rocks. They 
had trouble taking off, as the lake 
is less than a mile long and the 
west half was covered with wild rice. 

All that remains around the shat- 


tered minehead is a confusion °* 
twisted pipes and timbers, rusted 
machinery and boilers, old drill 


cores and tools. It was a rich pocket, 


with free geld still visible in the 
tailings. Along the trail are scat- 


tered nine fallen down log buildings

There never was a post office at 
Cryderman Mine. Just how they were 
back stamped I do not know. The 
nearest post office was at Wadhope, 
about six miles away, over rough 
country. Beresford was about ten 
miles away, over rougher country. 
Both these post offices were cancel- 
led when the mines folded up so that 
only Bissett, at the San Antonio 
Gold Mines, remains in this once ac- 
tive gold field, although there is a 
pest office at Manigotagan, thirty 
miles west, on the shores of Lake 
Winnipeg.

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New Variety for Canada’s Classics 


Something like 25 years ago, the 
late Mr. Lathrop Pack, in his studies 


of the 1868 Large Head 15c issues, 
found printings of this stamp, which 
though unquestionably of dates of 
issue of 1874 and later on account of 
the stamp shade, were printed on 
the same vertical mesh paper, as the 
Clutha Mills Watermark paper, and 
though he never did see such a stamp 
of any shade with this watermark, 
of a printing of later than 1874, he 
expected as plainly shown by his 
writings, that such a late printing 
watermark copy would likely show 


It has been the writers experience 
to find such a watermarked copy, 
used, and of the very scarce shade 
as Jarretts No. 107, perforated 114%x 
12. The American Philatelic Foun- 
dation, Expert Committee, examined 
the stamp and issued Certificate of 
Genuineness No. 4585, dated Dec. 
7th, 1953 at New York, and I quote, 
“Expert Committee; We have ex- 
amined the enclosed Canada 1868, 
15c, Gray, No. 30a, Used, submitted 
by H. E. Canham of which a photo- 
graph is attached below, and are of 
the opinion that it is perforated 11% 
x12 with portion of Clutha Mills 
watermark,” and signed by “Louise 
B. Dale” as chairman for the expert 
Committee. 

Now a few particulars about the 
stamp, it unquestionably has a dis- 
tinct Olive shade to the Gray, is can- 
celled with a fancy cancellation as 
Jarretts No. 1395, which ties in 
nicely with the dating of this shade 
and Fred’s dating of same, is off 
centre slightly to the right, with a 
slight crease about 8mm. across the 
top right corner. There are five pul- 
led or stubbed perforations, and the 
watermark showing is approximately 
three-quarters of the “G” of Clutha, 
and is quite a presentable copy. 

Therefore we now have Scotts No. 
30 with what apparently is a very 
scarce Clutha Mills watermark for 
this 11%2x12 issue, according to the 
shade and perforations (checked 
with use of glass) showing as 11% 
11%. The stamp appears to be of 
issue between July 1875 and January 
1877. While the writer has seen 
some of the best Canadian Collec- 
tions of the 15c, he has only seen 


two other stamps of this shade, one 
in my own collection and one in the 
collection of Mr. J. W. Clarke of Re- 
gina, Sask. However neither of these 
are on watermarked paper, recogniz- 
ed by its vertical mesh. 

This stamp not being listed by 
Scott’s as yet, prevents me from 
being able to give a Scott’s Cata- 
logue number, hewever, I suggest 
you check your Clutha Mills water- 
mark copies of the 15c¢ and lets get 
an enumeration of all these 11%4x12 
that show the Clutha Mills water- 
mark, and, while at it, list the 
shades, so we can arrive at relative 
scarcity. 

There is probably no doubt that 
these later printings of this stamp 
on the watermark paper occur, thru 
all the sheets of this paper not hav- 
ing been used up at the time of the 
early or first printings, leaving some 
unused sheets in the stock of the 
printers, so that at the time of the 
1874 printing these old sheets of 
paper were used. Hence it might 
even occurr that later printings may 
show up in the future with the 
Clutha Mills watermark. Who 
knows ? 

In the collection of Mr. H. G. Bert- 
ram of Dundas, Ont., there are two 
copies of the 114%2x12, both unwater- 
marked with portions of the Clutha 
Mills watermark, but they are both 
of the early shade of faded or pale 
lilac, and purple printings of 1868 to 
1869. 

As Dr. Holmes well known Cana- 
dian Philatelist and Philatelic author 
is again about to publish a catalogue, 
if you get your information to me 
of unquestionable veracity regarding 
abeve feature of this stamp I shal! 
be glad to pass such information on 
to him.—H. E. Canham, 12 East- 
bourne Ave., Hamilton, Ont.

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Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 


Just received a welcome letter 
from Norman Caudwell reporting 
good progress in the plate blocks 
hunt. He also reports he and Mrs. 
Caudwell are off to Barbados for a 
month. Best wishes for a good holi- 
day! 

Another correspondent is also tra- 
velling this time to Cairo! Mr. K. 
Bileski of Winnipeg kindly sends me 
a review copy of his 1937-1953 plate 
block catalog, with a memo that he 
will be attending auction of King 
- Farouk’s collection. Should be very 
interesting! His catalog itself is also 
very interesting. I felt it was well 
- worth its three dollar cost and can 
recommend it to anyone interested in 
the period it covers. The introduc- 
tion alone, with its explanation of 
how certain plates and positions be- 
came scarce is worth the money. 

Going through it the following met 
my eye: the first realistic prices on 
pl. 10 ana 11 of le, 1937,, at about 
five times other prices I have seen 
and I forcast further increases here; 
the first comprehensive assessment 
of the Royal Visit (of 1939) impossi- 
bles, ending with, “Don’t worry about 
trying to find all 24. The ownership 
of merely one block marks one as a 


celebrity in the plate block world.” 


(Truer words were never spoken!); 
the first realistic price on pl. 5, UL 
of Te War Air, an offer of $250.00 for 
the first blocks submitted (I take 
pleasure in going one better on this 
one, offering exactly $280.28, a nice 
little profit for some lucky person of 
exactly 100,000%!); the first com- 
prehensive assessment of the O.H.- 
M.S. group, with prices, at last, bas- 
ed on relative scarcity; (the price of 
5300 a set for the 50c Lumberine fill" 
me with nostalgia for the good old 
days when I bought two sets for $75; 
and the ranking of pl. 50, LL, of ten 
4c War as second scarcest of the 120 
positions made me sigh indeed, for 
the dozen copies I once had!). 
Perhaps this is enough to indicate 
the nature of the work. Not to seem 
too enthusiastic, 1 would point out 
two instances in which I feel mis- 
takes were made. One is the LR of 
the 50c issue of 1938, which long 
search has convinced me is worth at 
least $15; and the other is the UR of 


pl 11 of the 4e Revised (red) which 


similar search has convinced me is 
the searcest of that plate’s positions. 
However, two slips in an otherwise 
most valuable work can certainly be 
forgiven. 

Had hoped to have the other cata- 
log for review as well, but. latest 
word is that publication has again 
been delayed this time till March. 
Can only hope this will be last post- 
ponement, for “hope deferred maketh 
the heart sick.” In the meantime, 
those who are in need of a good cata- 
log can turn to Mr. Bileski.

For the first time Scott Publica- 
tions have brought forth a British 
America Catalogue which sells for a 
dollar. It covers Canada and the 30 
British colonies and territories in 
this hemisphere, from Antigua to 
Virgin Islands. 

“Scott's Dollar British America 
Stamp Catalogue” is more than a re- 
print of the British America sec- 
tions of Scott’s 1954 Standard Cata- 
logue. It also incorporates in their 


proper places the recent issues which 
had been listed in the Addenda of 


the “Standard” Vol. I, and in the 
first Supplement (Scott’s Chronicle). 
“B.N.A.” collectors will find this 
78-page booklet a handysize cata- 
legue. It includes the useful four- 
page introductory “Information for 
Collectors” from the “Standard” 
Catalogue. The attractive blue and 
black flexible cover pictures the New 
Brunswick 3-pence of 1851.

POSTAL RATES 


The latest boost in rates announced 
for April 1st is another in a long ser- 
ies of increases for postal services 
over the last two or three years says 
The Toronto Telegram. 

For instance, here are some of the 
steps taken by the Post Office in re- 
cent years to boost its revenues: 

Eliminated the postal note—the 
cheaper way of remitting money 
through the mails. The more costly 
money order must now be purchased, 
regardless of the amount to be sent. 

Jumped parcel post rates in Canada 
by an average 10 per cent., although 
in some instances the hike has been 
50 per cent. 

The postage on unsealed greeting 
cards has been doubled—from one to 
two cents. 
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Third-class mail to individuals now 
costs two cents for the first ounce 
instead of one. 

Third-class mail addressed to the 
“householder” or “boxholder”, form- 
erly carried for one cent for each of 
the first two ounces and one cent for 
each additicnal two ounces, now 
costs 14% cents for the first two 
ounces, and no change in the addition- 
al rate. 

Registration fees have been doub- 
led—from 10 to 20 cents on the first 
pound of a registered parcel and a 
similar boost for registered letters. 

The 20-cent fee for a registered 
letter carries indemnity up to $25. 
This was also the case when the fee 
was 10 cents. Now, if the registered 
value is declared to be higher—$50, 
for instance—the fee is increased 
from 20 to 30 cents. 

The latest move to boost revenues, 
of course, is the one increasing post- 
age on letters from four to five cents 
on the first ounce or fraction thereof.

“I haven't heard anything of 
King’s Express for several years, 
but have used their services on oc- 
casion myself and know that they 
used stamps for occasional users, 
like myself. 

“The stamps I remember were 
about 14” x 1%”, red, inscribed 
‘Good for one parcel’ or something 
like that. I believe they sold for 
22%c and were good for 25c, though 
there was no denomination on them.” 

Thank you, Dr. French. Now can 
any reader add to this, cr come up 
with a copy of this red stamp men- 
tioned by Dr. French. 


4206—2c Small Queen—Block 
On Cover 


Recently picked up a nice cover of 
1895 with a block of 4 of the 2c green 
Small Queen, 2nd Ottawa Printing, 
on cover prepaying the 5c registra- 
tion and the 3c letter rate. Mailed 
from Credit Forks, Ont., October 
10th.

I bought it be- 
eause of a few nice flag cancels I 
spotted, but I was amazed to find 
about 50 varieties of “Squared 
Circle” cancels. The cancels were 
generally very clear. 

Those of you who have put away 
shoe boxes of similar stuff might be 
paid well for the trouble of locking 
them over again. You never know 
what you may find there which was 
overlooked before! 

#208—“ND”—Perf. Initials 

Mr. A. C. Allen of Newfield, N.Y., 
recently showed us a fine lot of mint 
George V Admirals all perfed “ND” 
for the Department of National De- 
fense. I believe there were 23 varie- 
ties in the lot. 

These are much more rare than 
the OHMS varieties, and every bit 
as “official” as the large 5 hole 
varieties of same. I have managed 
to garner a few used ones, but never 
have I seen mint copies before. And 
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there is no doubt at all about their 
being genuine. 


BOOK REVIEW 


“The Commonwealth Catalogue K. 
G. VI—Q.E. II Stamps,” Coronation 
Edition, 1954, by the Commonwealth 
Stamp Co., 7 Leather Lane, Liver- 
pool, Eng. 290 pp. Price $1.75. Bound 
in blue cloth texture hard cover and 
printed on high grade paper. Here 
is a book that starts you with the 
1937 issues of King Geo. VI and con- 
fines itself to that reign and such 
of the Q.E. II first stamps that were 
öut at time the catalogue was com- 
piled. Firstly, the book makes us 
realize the extent of the common- 
wealth when separated from a world 
catalogue and we are not distracted 
by listings of other countries. If for 
no other reason the book is interest- 
ing from this standpoint. For our 
purposes with P.S. devoted mainly 
to Canadian stamp doings we will 


briefly refer to the Canada section, 


it occupies twelve pages, made possi- 
ble by limiting illustrations to one 
or two identifying stamps for each 
issue. Also an addendum of seven 
pages is included at the back of the 
bock covering Canada imprint blocks. 
This does not develop the subject to 
extent of giving the number of plates 
to each denomination and would pre- 
sume prices given thereof as being 
the average price for the stamp 
covered. Prices are listed in shillings 
and pence but a conversion table on 
page V affords the key for trans- 
lating the prices into dollars and 
cents. Headings and footnotes inter- 
spersed throughout the listings give 
pertinent data regarding the stamps, 
even quantities printed insofar as 
such are available. Besides definitive 
stamps, commemoratives and OHMS 
are listed.

UNUSUAL DISTRICT 
DESIGNATIONS 


By Frank W. Campbell 


After 1851 it was very unusual for 
Canada postmarks to not designate 
the province or territory of the loca- 
tion for the place name. 

Four places were otherwise, be- 
sides these two herewith illustrated 
are “Fort William-Lake Superior” 
and “Manitowaning-Lake Huron.” 

LaCloche is a litle known post of- 
fice near the present Little Current, 
established Oct. 6, 1846, which had 
almost no business and soon closed. 
It was a Hudson Bay Post, with a 
Mr. Buchanan as postmaster. The 
names comes from a stone on the 
beach there that the Indians could 
pound and make a ringing sound 
emit. 

St. Joseph on a large island where 
the British made a fort after retiring 
from Michilimackinac in 1796, was 
opened Oct. 6, 1846, with no post- 


master being noted for the early 
years. 

“Tsland” was added to the name 
Oct. 1, 1876, and in 1882 it was 


changed again to Richard’s Landing. 
It had a population of 200 in 1895. 

The two marks illustrated were 
made in England 1847. 

In these early days the “Lakes” 
district was under the Kent county 
registry office, and the second entry 
in the records there are the papers 
for recording the Crown deeding the 
land to private ownership in a 1792 
sale. 

As late as 1851 Chatham, the 
county town of Kent county, sheriff, 
served legal papers on residents 
there. 


Oyer-width Stamps In Modern 
Canadian Issues 


During my constant search for 
plate blocks, I sometimes pick up 
blocks or sheets which have flaws 
of the non-constant variety such as; 
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fold in the corner of the sheet during 
printing, smudges, creases, etc. 

One flaw in modern manufacture 
which ocurs occasionally and which 
would not be expected with our 
modern method of production is the 
issue of overwidth stamps. I was 
quite amazed to find this as I 
thought such things had gone out 
with the small queens. 

I have been advised by the Post 
Office that the flaw could occur in 
two ways:- 

(a) By the edge of the sheet being 
curled during perforating. This al- 
lows the row of stamps at the outer 
edge to be wider than normal. 

(b) The position of the perforation 
cutters can be out of place on the rod 
on which they are set above the 
stamps. 

Thev feel that stamps perforated 
in this manner are comparatively 
rare. I have accumulated several 
strips and plate blocks from nearly 
every value in all the recent issues 
in the small size stamps. They do 
not seem to occur in the larger size 
of stamp. Careful examination of 
used stamps shows them up also. 

I feel that they are of sufficient 
importance to rate recognition as a 
variety. A good selection of them, 
both used and unused, will certainly 
enhance any collection.—D. C. Mac- 
Millan. 


STAMP COLLECTING ON PIECE 





Most dealers specify that stamps 
they buy must be “clean and off 
paper.” Now why do they insist on 
this when the bare loose stamp is 
only part of the story! There is 
hardly a page in my albums that 
hasn't got some stamps on part 
cover or some paper. And what does 
the paper do? It often speaks for 
the stamp telling some or all of its 
life story—where it came from—its 
time and year of use. It is often 
better background than the white or 
black album page and its removal 
just leaves the stamp with a few bent 
or wavy lines on it or with an odd 
letter printed here and there. 

Bare and clean, the stamp is just 
a stamp. I have a one cent green 
coil that was so placed on an en- 
velope that it came just between the 
circular town mark and the wavy 
lines. Off paper it would have been 
just an unused stamp without gum 
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but nicely cut out on piece of paper 
it had some slight interest attached 


to it. A group of three one-cent 
green on another envelope intrigued 
me. They were cancelled with a 
series of concentric rings in a half 
inch circle—no date—no town—noth- 
ing else. Off paper they would ap- 
pear as rather smudgy individuals— 
cast offs, but left on they certainly 
had some further interest. Another 
le green has a town cancel whose 
circular area is at least twice that of 
any regular cancel I know and it is 
‘In a bright reddish violet colcur but 
the stamp has to be left on some 
paper to get the full view. And so it 
goes! One can get a page of these 
le greens together if one wishes to, 
‘and keeps one’s eyes open. 

Then there are the odd pairs or 
strips that crop up by accident or 
‘design. I have three yd. GB. 
greens side by side with three differ- 
ent King’s heads on them; Queen 
Elizabeth side by side with her 
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grandfather, pairs of different Kings 


and, or Queens are common. I sent 
a letter te British Guiana. A reply 
insufficiently addressed, got back 


here to Vancouver and then was re- 
turned to the sender who put on 
another stamp, corrected the address, 
and now I have two very much tra- 
velled common stamps as long as I 
keep them on paper. I could go on 
and on but must stop by saying that 
from this you will see that I am 
stamp collecting—all day and every 
day—not waiting till the dealer sends 
me the neat mint issues of Lilliputia. 
—Wm. Stanhope.

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PERFINS—FROM A DEALERS 
VIEWPOINT 





I have over the past eight months 
been receiving various requests for 
selections of Canadian stamps per- 
ferated with the initials of private 
companies and governments. Having 
never separated our stock for these 
issues we proceeded to see if it would 
be warranted. 


So, as an experiment I took 40,000 
2c brown 1930 Arch issue (Scott 
#166) from an unpicked lot that had 
been assembled years back (when it 
was profitable to pay someone to 
bundle and count such material), and 
material like perf. initials was 
thrown into these lots as they were 
treated as damaged stamps. I care- 
fully went over these 40,000 looking 
for perf. initials and I list below the 
average results per 1000: CNR—10 
copies (2 damaged); CPR—3 copies; 
BT—3 copies (1 damaged); All 
Others—2 copies. Total 18 copies 
per 1000. The time taken was about 
20 hours, conservatively placed at 
$2.00 per hour, giving a total cost of 
$40.00 or $1.00 per 1000. The cost 
of the stamps our records show as 
$1.30 per 1000 unpicked, or the lot 
at $52.00. Taking the cost per 
1000: Stamps $1.80, Time $1.00, 
Total $2.30 for the 18 copies the 
average cost per copy is 13c. De- 
duct from this the three damaged 
ones and the actual cost comes to 
16¢c per copy. Do collectors expect to 
buy these stamps at a cost of say 
20c each. No—since the stamp it- 
self is very common (quantity print- 
ed is 355,700,000) they expect to buy 
them for two or three cents. 


Now, it is my contention that 
some of these are very scarce. 
Whether or not this sampling is a 
valid one or not remains to be seen. 
If collectors would send me results 
of similar experiments on their 
material we could assess the results 
more accurately. 

But on the present basis, unless 
collectors are willing to at least 
cover the dealer’s costs of finding 
this material, I do not think it rea- 
sonable to expect a dealer to stock 
such material. 

Take the case of 5 hole perfs. O.H.- 
M.S. which gives a good illustration. 
Because of the great demand and to 
begin with almost no steady supply 
readily available in 1949 the mar- 
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ket was in a great flux. Higher 
prices brought much of this material 
to light and prices leveled off around 

1951 as more came on the market. 
Rising prices .meant that more 
people took the trouble to look over 
their stocks, as they felt they would 
be adequately rewarded for the time 
involved. 

Although no real market was ever 
established the prices paid meant 
that most of this material was 
brought to light (in America). Then 
dealers began offering high prices 
overseas and this ferreted out some 
more material. But now the supply 
is exhausted, except for private col- 
lections and accumulations, that 
come on the market. 

If collectors increasingly demand 
these perfins and want someone to 
steck them, certainly the price must 
be such as to warrent the time and 
effort involved in today’s costs—not 
those of 1930. I think you will find 
that dealers are just as interested as 
collectors in keeping prices as low 
as possible (allowing a reasonable 
profit), because the lower they are 
the larger the demand and greater 
the turnover (which is where the 
dealer makes his bread and butter). 
As the price rises the demand falls 
and thus there is lower turnover and 
lower profit for the dealer. 

I believe my thoughts would be sup- 
ported by any reputable dealer) and 
it stuck me (now that we seem to 
have such a growing interest in this 
perfin field) that it might be a good 
idea to pen a few thoughts from a 
dealer’s point of view, in opposition 
to the idea that a stamp dealer dis- 
courages rather than encourages 
new approaches to the hobby, such as 
perfin collecting. 

If there is any merit in what I say, 
I can only hope that the editor sees 
it, and will consent to publish this 
lengthy discourse which started out 
as a couple of paragraphs.—Bill 
Jackson (Wm. T.)

gures with the outlines of each block 
ruled off in black lines. This af- 
fords about the best if not the best 
idea yet evolved to give the observer 
a quick and clear picture of the num- 
bers of plates for each stamp and 
price of each position of every block. 
Its all there almost at a glance. 
Printed captions and paragraph notes 
are interspersed through the catalog. 
While our copy comes to us without 
a binder it is possible we would pre- 
fer using it as a reference guide in 
loose leaf form anyway. The cata-

From what my friend says I think 
this system originated during World 
War I when there were large muni- 
tion works at Gretna and Dornwick 
and the mail from the large number 
of munition workers was sent direct 
to Carlisle. I don’t remember ever 
seeing the names of two places in 
different countries on one postmark 
before—F. H. C.

Some of the best finds are often 
made in clear-out of dealers’ stocks 
and it is not necessary to go hunting 
in old attics and get all dusted up. 

Recently 1 had occasion to acquire 
a whole dealer's stock and was sur- 
prised to find what I did. But be- 
fore going any further with detail I 
wish to say that this stock did not 
come from Canada or the United 
States. 

At first look it appeared that I 
had been beat on the deal. Many of 
the mints were stuck together and in 
some cases as many as five deep. 
Even the used copies were mixed up 
with the mints and after trying to 
separate them with a stamplift with- 
out success I threw the whole works 
into water. The whole lot was com- 
posed of stamps from Canada and 
was about 5000 strong. 

After their bath this was some of 
the things that turned up and were 
not visible before separation. About 
10 copies of the 8c Indian red shade 
of the small Queens of which two 
copies were the scarce perf 12%x 
12% and from 10 to 100 of the rest 
of the better shades of this stamp, 
all in fine to very fine centering. 

There was the usual range of 
shades of the rest of the small heads. 
The balance of the issues were there 
with plenty of those now sought- 
after 1912 Admiral issue. The Regi- 
stration stamps proved to be full of 
surprises with all the shades of the 
2c and 5e including those scarce 
Perfs 1116x12. 

Also found was a superb copy of 
the 5c with the Crown above the 
curved Registered. I do not see this 
one listed in Jarretts but it could be 
in Boggs. 

All in all I got a thousand dollars 
worth for a hundred I think that this 
is a little above the average for 
stamp finds even if I did have to put 
out a few dollars—J. D. R.

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CLUB NOTES 








Col. G. W. Lawrence, Postmaster 
of the City of Toronto was the guest 
speaker at one of the recent meet- 
ings of the Toronto Stamp Collectors 
Club. He was assisted by Mr. Vic- 
tor Perry of the Public Relations De- 
partment of the Post Office. 

Col. Lawrence told of the opera- 
tion of the Toronto Post Office and 
its heavy task in servicing the tre- 
mendous volume of material pass- 
ing through it. Some of the interest- 
ing facts were. Toronto revenue for 
19538 was $25,000,000 the largest of 
any Canadian city with Montreal, 
Winnipeg and Vancouver following. 
There were 3700 employees with 
6,200 special helpers during the 
Christmas season. There were 35,- 
000,000 pieces of mail despatched 
and 38,000,000 received. Volume of 
mail during the year showed an in- 
crease of 11% and was steadily in- 
creasing. He told of his trip during 
1936 to offices in the Eastern Arctic 
made on the Hudson's Bay ship 
“Nascopie.” This ship sank in 1947 
cff Devon Island. The operation of 
the Armed Forces postal services 
during World War Two which was 
under his control and which em- 
braced, land, air and sea branches 
were explained in detail. 

At the meeting, February 4th, two 
of the members spoke briefly. W. G. 
Sparrow on the 5c Beaver. He show- 
ed and explained many of the items 
in his very fine collection. Everett 
N. Drake showed his County atlas of 
which he had about twenty. These 
are quite hard to find. They tie in 
with philately as collectors of early
